The Kyloe or Wext Highland Cattle. 


To The Editor of the Henarn, 


81r,—I have by the merest chance this 
morning seen your paper of the 5th Sept. 
last, in which avpears the substance of » 
letter addresxed by Lord Duxmore to the 
London “Field’' on the suitability ef West 
Highland Cattle for crossing purposes. in 
the Northwest caitie ranches of Canada. 
1 readily endorse what Lord Dunmore has 
said in the letter referred to, but knowing 
Highland cattie and their havits as Lord 
Dunmote does, ii would have been well 
had he said a little more, 

I have been a breeder of Kyloe cattle, of 
Shorthorn cattle, and some 25 years ago, 
being © native of Aberdeenshire, I have 
aleo been a breeder of the Aberdeen Polled 
and have become acquainted with the hab- 
its and characteristics of these several 
breeds. 

Unlike Lord Dunmore, I nave noexperi- 
ence in cattle ranching ae practiced in the 
States and Canada, having only‘ arrived in 
the iatter piace from Scotland a few weeks 
ago, but having learned something of the 
severity of Canadian winters and of the 
difficulty that sometimes—it not always— 
arires in bringing range cattle safely 
through ti trying part of toe year, | 
have beoom: ofrougly impressed with 
the idea ths e Kyloe ought to have a 
trial. ldo not, however, quite think that 
as Lord Dunmore says, the Kyloe is the 
coming breed for the great Northwest 
ranges, It will never, | believe, get’ be- 
yond being used for crossing purposes. 

1 now wish to adda few facts to those 
stated by Lord Dunmore ot the habits and 
characteristics of this breed of cattle,

CANNOT RECOMMEND THE YUCON, 


Failure of the Northern Mini«, Boom, 


J, A. Fraser, who has been mining on 
the Yukon for the past two years, arrived 
down on the Idaho yesterday morning 
Toa reporter of the Colonist he stated 
that he was one of twenty six others wno 
came out from the Yukon to Juneau, 
During the two years be has been miviny 
on Forty Male Creek, from thirty to seven 
ty miles from its mouth. Forty Mil 
Creek has averaged from $12 to $15 per 
day tothe man, the highest cleared by 
any one man during the season being 
$2,000. This was in 1887. The mines on 
Forty Mile Creek are pretty well worked 
out, except some low water diggings 
which are very limited. Very few will 
return to Forty Mile Creek next year, for 
loss has been taken out this year thay pre- 
viously f the miners have made 
nething at ati, while others have done 
fairly well, On Hamilton bar, thirty 
niles from the mouth, one claim took out 
by sluicing $1,200 in three days, a vight 
and day shift being run, This is the 
best output thal las yet been made on 
Forty Mile. Last year rocking was the 
only method used, There were about one 


hundred men on the creek daring ¢ 
~eason, and fully that number will w 
there. The largest nugget taken our so 
far is that secured Jast year.
